o n the to p o f the head to kill any 
head lo u se that may be there o r u nder 
the bill. 
The head lo u se bo res into 
the to p o f the chick’s head and it 
will so o n be to o weak to co pe with 
the ago ny the lice pro du ce. 
The o il 
o r grease kills the v ermin at o nce. 
It is a wise precau tio n to grease any 
and all chicks u po n the head when 
two days o ld, and two weeks o ld. 
If 
any chicks sho w co nstipatio n make a 
firm mash o f o liv e o il and bran, o r 
giv e a little o il fro m a spo o n. If they 
sho w bo wel tro u ble, feed bo iled rice 
o r bo iled milk. 
Do no t be careless 
in feeding green no r giv e them any 
ro tten stu ffs. 
A little head o f lettu ce 
that has been lo ng in water and is a 
little ro tten in places will make a 
who le pen ill in no time, and bo iled 
rice, will hav e to fcfilo w.

Experiments with mo lasses as 
\ 
cam e fo o d hav e been attended with 
rather co ntradicto ry resu lts at the ex­ 
periment statio ns. The Maryland Sta­ 
tio n finds that the additio n o f mo ­ 
lasses to a ratio n has a tendency to 
increase the digestibility o f bo th hay 
and grain feeds, also it makes the 
feeds mo re agreeable to the animals, 
and acts as an appetizer, making it 
mo re v alu able than its analysis alo ne 
wo u ld indicate.

o f the Co lo rado Agricu ltu ral Co llege 
were gathered fro m the trees recent­ 
ly, and 92 per cent were fo u nd wo rmy. 
Ordinarily the apples at this time o f 
the year wo uld no t be mo re than 5 
per cent wo rmy. 
By the time that 
the next bro o d o f wo rms gets into 
the apples, it is pro bable that there 
will no t be o n» apple in fiv e hu ndred 
that is no t wo rmy in the o rchards o f 
the eastern part o f the State, where 
so v ery few apples are to be fo u nd. 
It will be a great gain, whenev er 
the apples, are in v ery small nu m­ 
bers. to pick them all no w. fo r the 
pu rpo se o f greatly lessening the nu m­ 
ber o f wo rms in the o rchards fo r the 
next two o r three years to co me.

o rder that this wo rk sho u ld be mo st 
effectu al, it will be necessary to in­ 
du ce yo u r neighbo rs to pick the ap­ 
ples fro m their t¡*ees also .—0.

cure sufficient liquid collateral to meet 
m aturing loans. 
Receivers were ap- 
poiuted for the em barrassed W esting- 
house concerns. It was stated that these 
concerns are entirely solvent, and that 
creditors would la* paid in full. 
The 
Iron C ity T ru st Company also w ent into 
the bands of receivers. 
Its assets are 
estim ated a t $4,000,000 and liabilities at 
$1,700,000. 


T he transition from unrest to reas­ 
surance in New York was due to action 
taken by J. P M organ, Janies Stillm an 
and a num ber of the most influential 
financial interests in the city, who co­ 
operated in an effort to bring order out 
of the ehaotb* condition into which 
the financial com m unity had fallen. A 
com m ittee w as formed to protect tru st 
companies. 
A fter a thorough canvass 
of the situation S w retary

S T A T E IS W E L L G U A R D E D 


Under the 
Effective Administration 
of William H. Stead the Inter­ 
ests of the People May Well 
Be Considered Safe. 


Springfield, 111., Nov. 4.—The attor­ 
ney general’s department is the heart 
action of the state government Upon 
it depends, in a large degree, the vigor 
and healthfu lness with which all other 
fu nctions of state government are ex­ 
ercised. 
When it is performed with 
force and power the balance of state 
government responds in like degree. 
The Hamlin administration of the 
office was a tonic. 
A new life was 
injected into the department by his 
ru lings and decisions. 
Attorney Gen­ 
eral William H. Stead has proved 
a 
worthy su ccessor. 
The resu lt is that 
a department, which for many years 
was sapped of its influ ence and u se­ 
fu lness by the viciou s and constantly 
growing system of special attorneys, 
has been elevated to the plane in­ 
tended by the framers of the consti­ 
tu tion. 
Within the past three years 
the 
bu siness of this department has more 
than dou bled. 
While this has been 
dbe in part to the natu ral increase 
in the bu siness of the variou s state de­ 
partments and to the immense volu me 
of legislation enacted by the Forty- 
fou rth and Forty-fifth general assem­ 
blies, the principal reason has been 
the abolition 
of 
special 
attorneys. 
Tihere are nine state boards ex officio. 
Twenty-eight state 
institu tions, and 
some 40 state boards and commissions, 
and for many years each of them em­ 
ployed a special attorney. 
These spe­ 
cial attorneys were paid ou t of 
the 
appropriations for the maintenance of 
these variou s boards and commis­ 
sions. 
The total amou nt paid ou t on 
this accou nt was enormou s. 
Under 
ene administration, as 
an 
instance, 
more than $ 35,000 was paid by a single 
board to special attorneys. 
Cuts Off Special Counsel. 
Du ring Attorney General Hamlin’s 
administration he ru led that with the 
exception of the insu rance department 
none of these boards or commissions 
had any power to employ special 
at­ 
torneys. 
He ru led fu rther that the 
attorney general is made 
law the 
legal adviser of all state officers, in­ 
stitu tions, boards and commissions. 
This ru ling was so manifestly correct 
that it was not qu estioned, and the 
score of special attorneys su rrendered 
their petitions, and the legal bu siness 
of the state was tu rned into its proper 
channel. 
Work of Attorney Genera l. 
A concrete example of the growth 
of the official bu siness of the attorney 
general’s department may be fou nd in 
a comparison of the reports of official 
opinions. 
From Janu ary, 1901, to Jan­ 
u ary, 1905, a period of fou r years, the 
official opinions comprise two 
vol­ 
u mes of 1,700 pages. 
From Janu ary, 
1905, to 
October, 
1907, a period of six years and nine 
months, the official opinions comprise 
six volu mes of 5,400 pages. 
Obtains Big Ruling for State. 
Attorney General Stead*has insti­ 
tu ted and handled probably more im­ 
portant cases than any other attorney 
general. 
Some of these cases have 
not only involved large amou nts 
of 
revenu e, bu t legal qu estions of great 
concern to the fu tu re. 
Among 
these 
su its 
were 
those 
against the ex-trc*asu Tera and ex-au ­ 
ditors and their bondsmen, for the re­ 
covery of costs they had collected and 
appropriated 
ler what is known as 
the “Registered Bond Act.” 
In 
No­ 
vember, 1905, Gov. Deneen asked At­ 
torney General Stead for an opinion 
as to the legal right of the au ditors 
and treasu rers to retain these costs, 
and as to the right of the state to 
recover them. 
Since 1870 the variou s 
state au ditors and state treasu rers had 
appropriated these costs to their own 
u se in addition to their salaries, and 
the practice had never been legally 
qu estioned. 
A nu mber of the officials 
involved, as well as some of their 
bondsmen, were neighbors and per­ 
sonal friends ©f 
Attorney 
General 
Stead, bu t neither in this instance nor 
in any other, In the discharge of his 
official du ties, has he known friend 
or foe. 
Mr. Stead held that these officials 
were not entitled to these costs, and 
fu rther, that the sistte cou ld recover 
them either from the officials them­ 
selves or from their bondsmen. 
Gov. 
Deneen made a demand u pon the ex 
treasu rers and ex au ditors and their 
bondsmen for these costs, and u pon 
their refu sal to pay, a test case was 
institu ted by the attorney general in 
the circu it cou rt of Sangamon cou n­ 
ty. 
The ex-officers pooled issu es, em­ 
ployed some of the ablest lawyers of 
the state, and contested every Inch of 
the grou nd throu gh the circu it and 
su preme cou rts. 
Mr. Stead argu ed 
the case orally in the su preme cou rt, 
and his argu ment was conceded by 
those who heard it to be a demonstra­ 
tion. 
The su preme cou rt su stained the po­ 
sition of the attorney general in a 
decision that left no dou bt. 
Other 
su its will probably be necessary be­ 
fore all the money is recovered, bu t 
tho law Is settled for all time. 
Under 
the decision over $ 300,000 will event­ 
u ally be paid into the stale treasu ry, 
and hereafter the au ditors and treas­ 
u rer mu st content themselves with 
their salaries, as fixed by law. 
The case of the state against the 
Illinois Central Railroad company, 
r©* 
cently institu ted by the attorney gen­ 
eral in the circu it cou rt of La Salle 
cou nty, will occu py a prominent place 
in the history of litigation m 
the 
United States. 
In 1851 the legislatu re of Illinois in­ 
corporated the Illinois Central Rail­ 
road company, and au thorized it to 
bu ild a main line from Cairo to the 
Illinois and Michigan canal, with two 
branches 
The state donated 
to the 
company 2,595,000 acres of land, from 
whicE the company has since 
rea lized 
over $ 27,000,000. 
In return for the 
cha rter a nd this dona tion of ia n<L the
